In recent months, we have 
witnessed a rapid and dramatic change in the tactics of the / 
leaders of the new left movement, who, having been frustrated JG 
by their inability to influence the Government's policy in e 
Vietnam, have moved from a position of "passive dissent" to 
one of "active resistance?! This new position was clearly 
illustrated during the October 21-22, 1967, March on Washington 
which culminated in a physical assault on the Pentagon by 
several hundred antiwar demonstrators who were finally repelled 
by Federal troops. In that instance, the military authorities 
and other agencies responsible for controlling and repelling 
the violent acts of the demonstrators relied heavily on the FBI 
to provide reliable advance information regarding the identities 
of militant activists, anticipated number of participants, and 
specific plans of the demonstrators to engage in acts of 
violence and unlawful activities. The fact that the military 
and local authorities were able to contain the demonstrators 
during the March on Washington can be attributed in large 
measure to the information we were able to provide relative to 
the plans of the demonstrators, It is apparent, however, that 

we would have been in a much better position to fulfill our 

responsibilities if we had been able to utilize technical coverage 
on the New York and Washington headquarters of the sponsoring 
organization. We requested the Attorney General to authorize 
such coverage well in advance of the 10/21-22/67 March on 
Washington, but he never responded to our request.

been scheduled for the latter part of February to begin organizing 
for this demonstration and efforts are being made to coordinate

From all 
indications, this will be the most militant and massive 


demonstration staged to date. { 
OBSERVATIONS: ۰ 
À So far, we have : been fortunate in being able 


to secure,. through established sources, the information needed 
regarding plans for disruptive activities of new left groups 

to fulfill our responsibilities to the intelligence community. 
We cannot hope to meet our ever-increasing responsibilities in this 
area, however, without taking advantage of every means available 
to us, including the utilization of electronic devices, to 
develop the necessary information. We fully recognize that in 
using the dectronic surveillance, we may jeopardize future 
prosecutive action regarding some of the indivi duals affiliated 
with the new left movement. It is apparent, however, that the 
immediate end pressing need for intelligence coverage to enable 
us to provide the intelligence coumunity with information 
necessary to prevent large scale violence far outweighs any 
prosecutive considerations, We are, therefore, submitting a 
request to the Attorney General for technical coverage on SDS 
headquarters in Chicago and will recommend such coverage on X 
other new left groups in the future as warranted.

Tbe Chicago Office feels that the installation of this 
technical surveillance on the National Offices (NO) of the SDS 
can be made with full security and without any embarrassment to 
the Bureau. The Chicago Office further believes that by having 
such an installation valuable intelligence information can be 
obtained with respect to its officers, members and activities. 
However, the Chicago Office invites the Bureau's attention to the 
fact that by having coverage of this nature, such coverage could 
possibly jeopardize any legal action that might be taken against 
the organization itself, its officers or members in the future. 
In this connection, it is noted that SDS has recently instituted 
a program of draft resistance and that its officers and .members 
undoubtedly will become directly involved in this draft resistance 
program.
